SCHOOL REPORT. 


In preparing our annual report of the schools of Rumney 
we find little that is new for your consideration. 

We have maintained thirty-three weeks of school, the 
same as last year; and with one exception, the Mont View 
school, the same teachers have been employed which is a suffi- 
cient guarantee that they have been successful and up to the 
standard. 

No position is more exacting than that of ateacher; none 
requiring greater tact or patience. We should not expect any 
greater degree of perfection in teachers than in any other class 
of people. 

The attendance the past year has been very good. I refer 
to the year ending July 15,1911. Our pencentage of attend- 
ance for the year being 86 per cent for which we received the 


PS iy sees 
sum of $198; also $198 for approved teachers, and $3888 for 
high school rebate; making in all $784 besides the Literary 
Fund. This has enabled us to maintain the thirty-three weeks 
of school the past year. But there is no assurance of the same 
amount the coming year. It rests with you, children, whether 
we shall be allowed any sum for average attendance the coming 
year. We earnestly desire that you will endeavor to be present 
every day if possible. 

We have followed our usual custom of giving badges for 
perfect attendance with about the same results. In view of the 
number who will be prepared to enter high schools the coming 
fall we would make the following recommendation as to ap- 
propriations for the coming year: For high school tuition, 
$500; for text books and supplies, $500; and $15 for main- 
tenance of flags. 

Following the instruction of the Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion your school board visited the school recently opened at 
Bethesda Home for needy children. We found the school 
pleasantly located in a well lighted and heated room with am- 
ple eqaipments for school work, and under the efticient in- 
struction of Miss Elsie M. Carter whose reputation as a suc- 
cessful teacher has been fully established. We congratulate 
the manager of the Home for being so fortunate as to secure 
such an efficient teacher for the children who are under his care 
and supervision. 

In closing let me urge you, parents, to see to it that your 
children attend school regularly, for school is a necessity if our 
boys and girls are to have a fair show in the great progressive 
world into which they must soon pass. We are laying foun- 
dations; let them be worthy of the Granite State; and the sous 
and daughters of Rumney will bear a strong and noble part in 
the grand work of the present century. 


Thanking all for the many courtesies shown us in the past 
we respectfully submit this our annual report.
